]. The minimum rates of wages proposed by this notification 
are all inclusive rates including the basic rate, the cost of'living 
allowance and cash value of the concessional supply, if any, of 
essential commodities and include also the wages .payable For 
the weekly day of rest. 

2. The minimum rates of wages proposed by this notification 
are applicable to employees engaged by contractors also. 

3. The minimum rates of wages payable to young, persons 
below 18 years of age and disabled persons shall be 80% and 
100% respectively of the rates fixed by this notification for adult 
workers of the appropriate category. 

4. For the purpose of this notification,— 

(a) ‘‘unskilled work.” means work which involves simple 
operations requiring little or no skill or experience on 
the tob; 


(b) “semi-skilled work” means work which involves some 
degree of skills or competence acquired through ex¬ 
perience on the job and which is capable of being 
performed under the supervision or guidance of a 
skilled employee and includes unskilled supervisory 
work; 

fc) “skilled work” means woik which involves skill or 
competence acciuired through experience on the job 
or through training as an apprentice or in a techical 
or vocational institute and the performance of which 
calls lor initiative and judgement, 

5. Where the existing rates of wages based on contract or 
agreement are higher than the rates prop >.ad by this I notifica¬ 
tion, the higher rates shall be treated as minimum rates of 
wages for the purpose of this notification.
